REMARKS 

An English translation of Korean application 10-2002-0061582, upon which priority is 
claimed, is attached herewith. 

The rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 are now discussed. Independent claim 1 (used as 
an example herein) recites the SVM classifier comprising an emotional state determiner unit 
selecting values related to a specific emotion. At page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner 
acknowledges that Teller does not teach these features, but instead relies upon Tato. 

In order to remove Tato as a reference, Applicants previously filed a declaration under 
Rule 131, along with invention disclosure statements, establishing a date of invention prior to 
October 4, 2002, the filing date of Tato. 

In response, the Examiner states that the declaration is insufficient, because the 
documents in support of the Rule 131 declaration do not discuss the claimed emotional state 
determiner unit. Accordingly, Applicants provide a draft application, dated September 2, 2002, 
which was used in preparing Korean application 10-2002-0061582. This draft makes reference 
to the emotional state determiner unit at least in claim 15 and page 12 of the English translation. 

Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that Tato has been removed as prior art, based on 
the present date of invention established by the declaration under Rule 131, presently submitted.
